named Daniel, who had obtained much fa vor with God through his integrity 
and faithfulness, and was also in good repute with ‘his king for his wisdom 
‘and loyalty.’ The preference shown to Daniel by King Darius had aroused 
‘the jealotisy and hatred of the presidents and. princes of the kingdom, and 
they sought assiduodsly for cause to accuse him and bring bim into disfavor 
with the king. They found great difficulty in this, however, from the fect 
that he was faithful, neither was there any error or fault found in him.” 

_ Excuses, however, are never long wanting with the wicked,'when they ‘eth: 
‘to assail the righteous, and the ingenuity of these jealous princes soon found 
Daniel was a faithful subject to the king, but he was also a 

of the Lord. ‘His integrity to God in no wise interfered, with his loyalty to 

_his king, but rather intensified it, Vet it was right: here that his enemies 
. devised an ingenious plot for his destruction. They induced the king to give 
bis royal sanction to a deeree, that whosee ver should ‘ask a petition of any 
kind, of any God or man for thirty days, save of the ‘King? himself, should. be 
cast into a den of lions. 

This wicked scheme worked 40 a ‘charm, When nee face to deca with

In many respects this interesting piece of history has — 
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‘i@gvents Ahat have ‘transpired with the Latte day Saints. Their prosperity 
in arensd the jealousy of their enemies. Their doctrines based upon 
5 Meveletion and agrseable with reason and Scripture, have been a standing 
““peproéach and menaes to the man- made systems of modern Christendom. 
Their destruction was determined upon, but the same difficulty that presented 
itself to Daniels enemies, wus ulso met by the enemies of the Latter-day 
Saints. The integrity vf the latter to God did not in the least interfere with 
their loyalty to the Constitutional laws of their country, and no fault could 
found’ with them: 
In this emergency, a 0 adopted by the princes ol Persia, was 
f igeted to the enemies of the Saints, and doubtless it came from the same 
evil source. A law was invented to place the Latter-day Saints in precisely 
the same predicament that Daniel liad been in. Their devotion to God and 
their religion was to be made the snare by which they were to be entrapped 
into à seeming disobediencs to the laws of the land. This was the true 
design of the law, made by the Congress of the United States, against the 
J plural marriage system of the Latter-day Saints, and it is apparently working 
as well as the Medo:Persian law against prayer, inasmuch us it has brought 
down upon the devoted ‘heads of the Saints, the pains and penalties of a cruel, 
unnecessary and wicked Jaw. There is another similarity between the two 
cases The law against prayer for thirty days, was avowedly general in its 
provisions, but that it was intended to be special in its application is apparent 
from the fact that Daniel's enemies were on hand to immediately inform the 
King of his disobediénce, and to clamor for the enforcement of the law to its 
‘utmost vigor. So with the law against plutal 1 Marriage. 

In the Edmunds law, a show of impartiality was made by providing against 
the crime of adultery as well as against the alleged offense of polygamy, but 
‘the reported avowal of Senator Edmunds, that no serious design was enter- 
tained of enforcing the former, is made ‘probable by subsequent events. It 

is notorious that not the slightest effort is made to bring any man, not of the 
“Mosmon” faith; to punishment for violations of the provisions of the 
Edmunds law, but the sections applicable to plural marriage are enforced 
with a zeal and severity scarcely known in prosecutions for murder, thus proving 
that, whether avowed or not, the intention was to make the law of special 
application against the Latter- day Saints, and thus Violate the Constitutional 
rule against special legislation. e 

There is one feature, however, in ‘the ‘legislation against the Latter-day 
Saints that is more obnoxious to justice than even, the law of Darius. 
‘The latter was not intended nor sought to be made retroactive. It is not 
likely that Daniel would have been punished for any prayers he had offered 
up before the enactment of thie law, whereas ib’ is weit known that the law
